The following from the Carson Ap- 


peal gives a good idea of how this 
State is being robbed by the rail- 
roads. We wish all to read it: 


We hear it said that no dissatisfac- 


tion exists against our local roads. 
Let as see if there is no ground for 
dissatisfaction 
The distance from 


Reno to San Francisco is about 300 
fflilea. 
A ton of freight landed ID 


Beno from the B iy costs, for trans 
poitation. about 830. 
That is at the 


rate of ten cents per ton per mile. A 
ton of freight brought from Be DO 
here (on its way from San Francisco 
in an unbroken train of freight oars 
loaded in that city and never opened 
until they arrive here), cost at the 
rate of 96 per ton. 
The distance is 


thirty miles 
This is at tbe rate of 


twenty cents per ton per mile. 
At 


this rate, a car-load of ten tons shipp- 
ed from Buffalo (say 2,000 miles dis- 
tant), would cost just $6,000. 
And 


yet we are told tbat there is no fault 
to be found with the local roads 
It 


is about 1,400 miles from Boston to 
Chicago 
The Chicago 
merchant 


gets his wares from Boston at about 
96 per ton. 
Tbat is to say, it costs 


as much to ship a ton of goods in a 
train of cars made np in San Francis 
co and never unlocked until they get 
here, from Beno to Carson as it does 
to have the same weight and amount 
of goods, wares and merchandise 
shipped from Boston, Massachusetts, 
to Chicago, Illinois. Is it any won- 
der that the owners and directors of 
onr local roads decline to comply 
with the law compelling an eihibit, 
each year, of their transactions?
